Tuscania has netted a probable toll of 145 U. S. officers and soldiers—and 65 
others. 
According to official and unofficial reports compiled here, the total miss­ 
ing from the U-boat thrust Tuesday is 210. with 2,187 saved. 
As the casualty list dwindled during the morning hours, hope was held 
tout that later reports from isolated points on the Iri6n and Scottish coast 
will show even more rescued. 
The shock of the tragedy left its mark on official Washington today. 
Sec­ 
retary of War Baker issued a statement to comfort ‘‘those whose sons and 
brothers have been added to the nation's heroic dead." 


REVENGE DETERMINED UPON 
Meantime the purpose of the war government and members of congress 
relentlessly to repay Germany for her stealthy thrust at America’s men was 
strongly avowed.
